WHO MUST GO TO PRISON 


5-Year Sentence of Hoffman Ab- 
ductor, Free on Bond, Has 
Been Affirmed. 

Police and St. Louis County ct- 
ficers have reported their inabitcty 
to find John Pepe, whose five-year 
penitentiary sentence for partici- 
pation in the kidnaping of Jacob 
Hoffman, S8t. Louis bookmaker, 
was affirmed by the State Supreme 
Court last Wednesday. 

Pepe, a member of the South 
Side “gas house gang,” is at tib- 
erty under bond.

STIMSON DELAYS 
REPLY TO APPEAL 
BY CHINATOULS 


Considering Request to 
Make Fresh Effort to Dis- 
suade Japan From Furth- 


er Aggression.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. — The 
State Department has met with so 
many rebuffs in trying to. bring 
about peace in Shanghai that it has 
abandoned active overtures pend- 
ing a more favorable opportunity 
for the extension of its good offices. 

China’s appeal yesterday to the 
department for another effort on 
the part of the United States to 
persuade Japan to discontinue its 
military aggression has not been 
answered but Secretary Stimson 
has it under consideration. 


Nelson T. Johnson, the American 
Minister to China, and the French, 
British and Italian Ministers to 
China made a final attempt at con- 
ciliation Friday before the expira- 
tion of the time limit of the Jap- 
anese ultimatum. 


They called on the Japanese 
Minister at Shanghai and were as- 
sured by him that “matters now 
rest with the Chinese authorities.” 

Johnson advised the State De- 
partment today that he and his as- 
sociates also reiterated the warn 
ing. given repeatedly by Consul 
General Cunningham at Shanghai 
within the last two weeks that Ja- 
pan could not avoid a large meas- 
ure of responsibility for the “jeop- 
ardy to foreign life and property 
at Shanghai” in the battle. 

The Japanese Minister reiterat- 
ed that Japan was merely trying to 
protect Japanese interests and the 
foreign settlement. 

An appeal was also made to Gen. 
Tsai Ting-kai, the Chinese com- 
mander-in-chief at Shanghai, by 
Capt. William Mayer of the Amer- 
ican army, and British, French and 
{Italian army officers, Johnson re- 


ported. 


The general replied that shells 
falling in that section were in re- 
sponse to Japanese artillery fire. 
He said he would not fire in that 
direction again if assured that no 
Japanese artillery was in position 
in the settlement area. 

It is unlikely that new instruc- 
tions will, be sent Johnson and 
Cunningham at Shanghai and Am- 
bassador Forbes at Tokio over the 
week-end. No new notes are un- 
der coniideration at the State De- 
partment.

BORAH DENOUNCES 
BOYCOTT OF JAPAN 
AY WAY 10 WAR 


Declares Peace Appeal Sent 
Hoover by Baker Would 
Defeat Object It Seeks to 
Attain. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 


appeal of Newton D. Baker and 
prominent educators for the ap- 


plication of economic pressure 
against Japan to restore peace in 
the Orient was disclosed today by 
Senator Borah to be “the best way 
to turn the face of the American 
people toward another war.” 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Chairman spoke against 
the economic boycott after Baker, 
Secretary of War under Wilson and 
several college presidents had pe- 
titioned President Hoover to co-op- 
erate with the League of Nations in 
the use of economic measures 
against Japan. 

Borah, in a formal statement, 
said he did not question the good 
faith of those who urged an em- 
bargo against Japan, but he “cer- 
tainly questioned” the wisdom of 
their program. | 

“In my opinion,” he said, “the 
best way to advance the cause of 
war between this country and Ja- 
pan, to destroy the last vestige of 
influence which the United States 
may have in helping to bring 
about an adjustment of matters in 
the Orient, the best way to turn 
the face of the American people to- 
ward another war, is to do precise- 
ly what these people are urging in 
the way of peace. 

“Their program, expressed and 
implied. consists of a boycott, with- 
drawing our Ambassador and Con- 
suls, the breaking of diplomatic re- 
lations, complete severance of all 
friendly relations—in the words of 
the disowned King Richard, ‘that 
way lies madness.’ 

“No one could possibly foretell 
the evil consequences to follow 
from such a procedure. 

“I am in favor of the United 
‘States retaining friendly relations 
with both Powers (unless the 
break comes by some act of their 
own), and doing ali that a friendly, 
neutra] Power can properly do to 
bring the Powers together in a just 
settlement of their controversy. 

“This idea that the United States 
should travel about over the globe 
boycotting and breaking diplomatic 
relations with all nations which 
may have controversies or may 
come in conflict with each other. 
ia not in the interest of the people 
of the United States or of peace, 
in my judgment. . 

“If we start with such a_ bel- 
ligerent, unfriendly ~ we 
must be prepared to fMllow it to its 
logical conclusion.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 21 (Sunday).« 
—Japanese tanks rumbled on Ki- 
angwan under the roar of a major 
bombardment today in the great 
offensive against that point in the 
Chinese lines which still was stub- 
bornly defended against the invad- 


era. 
Japanese troops surrounded Ki- 


angwan on three sides, but had not 
yet occupied it, Japanese officials 
said, as the second day of the big 
push opened. 

Under the protection of an artil- 
lery barrage, 22 Japanese tanks 
stormed into action on that front 
at 9:30 a. m. They attacked the 
Chinese line east of Kiangwan in 
the hope of pushing westward and 
southward in a drive against Cha- 
pei, at the Shangha end. 

The “crawling dragons,” as the 
Chinese call the tanks, were fol- 
lowed by Japanese infantry. 

The tank attack climaxed a night 
of continual battle. 

Japanese airplanes again joined 
in the attack, raining bombs on the 
Chinese positions. 

Tanks Enter No Man’s Land, . 

Japanese guns fired shells over 
Japanese headquarters in the In- 
ternational Racing Club, which is 
at least a mile east of Kiankwan. 
The Japanese had pushed up to 
that point in yesterday’s ferocious 
onslaught. 

Immediately after the shelling 
began today, the tanks entered. the 
mile of No Man’s Land between the 
racecourse and the town. The 
crawling monsters hoped to reach 
the objective from which Chinese 
machine guns and rifles were 
streaming bullets. 

In the rear of the Chinese lines 
the defenders’ artillery shelled the 
oncoming forces, although not en 
such a great scale as the Japanese 
bombardment. 

Over at Woosung, at the opposite 
end of the front from Chapei and 
Kiangwan, another battle was in 
progress. Three Japanese destroy- 
ers and one cruiser pumped shelis 
into the. long-suffering village as 
the. fog lifted, gnabling the armed 
hosts there as well as Kiangwan to 
see what they were doing. 

Chinese Guns Come to Lffe. 
Although the Japanese yesterday 
claimed they had destroyed the last 
vestiges of the Chinese positions at 
Woosung, they found themselves 
the objective this morning of Chi- 
nese guns which had been brought 
into the vilage during the night. 

The battter@i guns of the Chi- 
nese forts which the Japanese 
thought they had hammered into 
junk also came to life and shelled 
the Japanese fieet tying in the 
Whangpoo River. 

Chinese field pieces replied to the 
warships’ 
Chinese troops intrenched along

Town Still Holds Out. 
A visit to the Kiangwan front 
from behind the Japanese lines as 
today’s major hostilities opened 
disclosed that the racecourse had 
been reduced to wreckage.

The Japanese had no monopoly 
on artillery action when the fight- 
ing was resumed this morning. Fre- 
quent bursts of light from the Chi- 
nese gun positions in Chapei, fol- 
lowed by reverberating roars, seem- 
ingly proved falsé the recent re- 
ports tothe effect that the Chinese 
were dangerously low on ammuni- 
tion. Reports from the front told 
of hundreds of Chinese dead in 
their trenches. 

U. S. Minister Views Battle. 

The spectacle of battle was wit- 
nessed by Nelson P. Johnson, Unit- 
ed States Minister to China, from 
the roof of a cotton mill near the 
settlement bundary. 

Columns of black smoke poured 
up from the ruins of numerous 
Chinese villages strung along the 
line from Chapei to Woosung. Gey- 
sers of flame told of occasional di- 
rect hits on ammunition dumps. 

In straightening out their line 
from Chapei to Woosung during 
Saturday’s fighting the Japanese 
pushed ahead from one to two and 
a half miles, but the advance was 
carried out © with a minimum of 
bayonet work, 

The artillery preparation for this 
tinoyement was of surprising pro- 


portions. Almost continual air- 
plane scouting for several days had 
provided the Japanese gunners 


with accurate information on the 
positions of the Chinese rescrves, 
and these positions were battered 
to a’ pulp. 

Chinese Take to Trenches. 

The Chinese, knowing what was 
coming, had built trenches and 
dugouts to insure protection, and 
when the big noise started they got 
into the ground, waiting for the 
barrage to lift. 

Behind their screen of shells the 
Japanese thrust out files of infan- 
trymen well spaced to keep to the 
minimum.the casualties inflicted by 
the eneiny guns. The advance was 
carried out cautiously, the files 
picking out cover behind the walls 
of wrecked buildings and seeking 
the friéndly side of little hills. 

For the most part they encoun- 
tered only passive resistance. 

By sundown-the attackers were 
on the outskirts of Kiangwan, 
where they dug in.

Gardener Ochs at Forest Park Displays Floral 
Reproduction of Wallace Nutting’s 


“Blossom Time.” 


A little cast-off lumber, a few 
slabs of birch bark, hundreds © of 
flowers and. the skill of City Gar- 
dener Henry Ochs haxe exquisitely 
reproduced in the Forest Park 
Jewel Box a painting by Wallace 
Nutting, “Blossom Time.” - 

Foreign visitors have com pared 
displays. in the — tiny mwticipal 
greenhouse, opposite Forest Park 
Highlands, favorably with the most 
attractive of Europe since Ochs 
took charge and began the custom 
of reproducing or inventing a pic- 
ture in flowers each month. Month- 
ly attendance has grown by thou- 
sands in the season between No- 
vember and May, when the Jewel 
Box is open from 8 a. m. to § p. 
m. Visitors thronged it yesterday. 

Across. the emerald grass-plot 
visitors see a weather-beaten old 
house almost hidden among masses 
ef green and flowers. Lazily below 
turns a birch-bark water wheel. 

The grass surrounded by low 
white tile and a tiny wire fence, is 
herdered with Alpine violets, baby 
primroses, hyacinth, cyclamen, 
begonias, cinerarias and daffodils. 
The walls are a tangle of pink 
azaleas ahd foliage in ‘green or 
many colors. Midway to the mill 
on each side are vine-clad pergo- 
las of dull red tile sheltering rest- 
tul white benches. 

A path beckons beside the green 
bank above the water wheel. It 
leads over a tiny rustic bridge into 
a rock garden of restful shadows, 
half-hidden flowers, winding paths 
and diminutive cascades. On one 
side is an old well, complete even 
to moss and oaken bucket. The il- 
lusion of solitude is remarkable in 
a garden that occupies only half a 
greenhouse less than 100 feet long. 

All the flowers, the palms, cro- 
tons and other foliage plants used 
in the design were grown in- the 
city greenhouses and nursery in 
Forest Park. The birch bark was 
taken from stumps in the park. 

“Blossom Time’ follows a Mex- 
ican patio portrayed last month 
with cyclamen and primroses. It 
will be succeeded on March 15 by 
the Easter picture of a rugged 
cross towering above Easter lilies 

The Jewel Box is near Oakland 
avenue and so accessible from Mar- 
ket street cars. It is on Green- 
house drive, south of the Forest 


Park section of Clayton road and 


near the parking space opposite the 
Highlands. ; 


Orchid Display at Shaw's Garden 
Continued 


The largest display of dendrobi- 
um orchids ever exhibited in St. 
Louis today begins the final phase 
of the Orchid Show at Shaw's Gar- 
den. : P 

Numerous among them are the 
mauve flowera—“Joey Chamber- 
lain’s' poutonniere’—reputed to 
have first stirred popular apprecia- 
tidn of orchids> The tradition is 
that the British statesman never 
appeared in the House of Commons 
without a monocle and a mauve 
dendrobium. 

But mauve is not the only color 
in the show. ‘There are even snowy 
albino hybrids. and, delicately 
poised on six-foot stems, some pink 
and chocolate flowers of a Pana- 
manian species new to St. Louis. 

Cymbidium orchids in numbers 
include another first-time showing 
—the peach-blossom hybrids im- 
ported as baby orchids from En- 
gland in 1928 and blooming now 
for the first time. The parent cym- 
bidium species runs chiefly to 
green or yellow-green. The covet- 
ed pink shades have been brought 
out by crossing with rare white 
specimens. 

Hundreds of Flores de Mayo 
have completely displaced the 
early blooming Tulipans which be- 
gan the show nearly two months 
ago, and they make the display 
house fragrant. Their usual clear 
white graduates insensibly through 
infinite changes of shade into an 
occasional deep mauve. Niches are 
reserved for exhibits from the 
Dwight Davis collection of Philip- 
pine orchids and magnificent Bras- 
so-Cattleya and Laelia-Cattleya hy- 
brids. 

Showing of the increasingly pop- 
ular dendrobium and cymbidium 
sprays in such numbers had never 
been possible in St. Louis, said Su- 
perintendent George H. Pring, un- 
til the garden was able to give 
them an individual greenhouse. 
One of the three new ~— orchid 
houses built last year—making a 
total of 11, the most modern and 
efficient in the world—in the 1600- 
acre extension at Gray Summit, was 
partitioned off and divided between 
the two species.

House Expected to Pass 
Resolution Favorably Re- 
ported for Selection of 
Committee of Seven.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—A 
hopeful step in the direction of 
sharp slashing of the Federal bud- 
get was taken in the House today, 
when the Rules Committee reported 
favorably a resolution by Repre- 
sentative Douglas (Dem), Arizona, 
for the appointment of a_ select 
“Economy Committee” to attack 
appropriations at every vulnerable 
point. 

The resolution has the cordia! 
support of Speaker Garner and 
majority leader Rainey and is ex- 
pected to pass the House early 
next week.: 

The proposed select committee 
would consist of seven members: 
Byrns of Tennessee and Wood of 
Indiana, chairman and ranking Re- 
publican member, respectively of 
the Appropriationse Committee; 
Cochran of Missouri and William- 
son of South Dakota, chairman and 
ranking Republican member of the 
committee on expenditures in the 
executive departments; and three 
others to be chosen by Speaker 
Garner. It would be instructed to 
investigate the whole organization 
of the Government, with a view ,to 
finding cases of waste and over- 
lapping of functions, and to. re- 
port to the House not later than 
next April 15. 

Involves No Extra Cost. 

Since the inquiry would be con- 
ducted solely by officials and clerks 
already on the Federal rolis, it 
would involve no additional ex- 
pense. The work would be done 
in co-operation with the Appropri- 
ations Committee and Cochran's 
Committee on Expenditures. 

As compelling reasons for its 
adoption, the resolution in the pre- 
amble points out that the oQerat- 
ing expenses of the Federal Gov- 
ernment have increased $1,000,- 
400,000 within the last decade, and 
that, in addition to a cumulated 
deficit of more than $3,000,000,- 
000 for the fiscal years 1931 and 
1932, there is an estimated deficit 
of $1,250,000,000 for the year 1933, 
exclusive of debt retirement. re- 
quirements. 

“The estimated deficit for 1933,” 
says the resolution, “‘must be elim- 
inated and the budget balanced not 
only by increasing the tax burden, 
but also by the practice of econ- 
Omy and the elimination of appro- 
priations for objects not now essen- 
tial to the orderly and requisite ac- 
| tivities of the Government.” 

The resolution represents a new 
method of attack upon governmen- 
tal waste and extravagance. Be- 
*hind it is the idea that if further 
cuts are necessary after the pas-

bills, Congress, acting on the find- 


of the select committee, will 
use the knife by means of joint 
resolution prior to the _ effétive 
date (July) of the appropriations, 
All Cut but Dry Bureau. 

With the exception of the Prohi- 
bition Bureau, every important 
agency of the Government already 
has suffered a budget cut of from 
10 to 35 per cent atahe hands of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. The House leaders feel, how- 
ever, that even this prospective 
saving will be of negligible value 
in the face of the growing deficit. 
Only within the last few days, the 
size of this deficit has been revised 
upward by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mills, in his suggestions of ad-

ditional income and excise taxes,

for any eventuality, but also their 
mounting irritation at what they 
declare has been the failure of 
Cabinet heads and other high of- 
ficials to co-operate with Congress 
in the economy program. 

Despite the President’s call for 
economy and his statement, as re- 
ported by Representative will 
Wood, that he would approve any 
cuts in the budget estimates, ad- 
ministrative officials, according to 
informed Congressmen, have in- 
dulged in unseemly propaganda 
against reductions in their depart- 
ments. 

War Department officials, ‘t is 
pointed out, have assailed the Ap- 
propriations Committee for its ef- 
fort to cut down t expenses of 
the National Guard and to abolish 
the citizens’ military training 
camps; Secretary of the Intcrior 
Wilbur has sought to build up sen- 
timent against a proposed curtail- 
ment of funds for map-making, 
and Secretary of Agriculture Hyde 
has persuaded. the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee to reject a 
proposal against the filling of va- 
cancies and against promotions in 
his department. 

Instances such as these have led 
the Democratic leadership to 
charge that the President's call for 
economy is being disregarded with- 
in his own official family. Some 
such inquiry as that proposed by 
the Douglas resolution, they say, is 
necessary in order to compel re- 
calcitrant administrative officials 
to aid the economy drive.

Spetial Rules 
Issued for Trout 
Fishing in State 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20.— 
Special fishing regulations have 
been put into effect at Missouri's 
State Parks for the opening of the 
trout fishing season March 1 to 
protect the fish and also furnish 
greater sport to the fishermen. 

Principal among the new regu- 
lations is the establishment of sanc- 
tuaries in the spring branches at 
both Bennett Spring and Roaring 
River State Parks where only the 
artificial fly may be used. The 
spring branch from the spring to 
the dam at Bennett Spring State 
Park has been set aside for fly fish- 
ing only. The spring branch at 
Roaring River State Park from 
Twin Falls to the lake has been 
reserved for fly fishermen. At both 
places, however, all remaining wa- 
ter with the exception of hatchery 
waters, will be open to bait fishing. 
All waters have been well stocked, 
Game Department officials said. 

In past seasons many fish have 
been taken which were large 
enough to be eaten, but did not 
measure up to park specifications. 
The end of cach day’s fishing saw 
from a score to more than a hun- 
dred small] trout dead as the result 
of injuries. The new regulation 
will permit the saving of these 
trout as the size limit has been 
removed. Ten fish, however, con- 
stitute a daily creel limit and no 
more than 10 pounds daily may be 
be taken. Each fisherman must 
put his catch on his own creel or 
stringer. 

Virtually all of the trout in the 
State park fishing streams are 
more thah eight inches in length, 
a size considered by many as de- 
sirable for pan frying. 

Roaring River State Park cabins 
and dining hall have been leased 
for the season to George Moore, 
Kansas City sporting goods dealer. 
T. C. Heim of St. Louis has leased 
the hotel at Bennett Spring State 
Park.- Heim was in charge of the 
concession at Big Spring State Park 
in Carter County last year.

So long as there is indecisive 
maneuvering and an atmosphere of fear to 
forge into the future there will be stagnation 
in our economic and commercial life. 

The discouraging figures of internationa) 
trade which have just been brought to our 
attention show in an unmistakable way to 
what depths this commerce has sunk. All 
nations are showing huge decreases in the 
volume of trade done. 

Even though some nations may show a bal- 
ance of commercial exchanges with other 
countries in their favor, it does not in the 
least signify that they are prosperous. 


International Trade Shrinking. 


Take the United States, for instance. It 
shows a favorable balance of some $300,- 
000,000, yet the volume of business done 
shows a decline of more than $1,000,000,000 
in exports and less than $1,000,000,000 in 
im ports. 

France bas shown a decrease of imports 
over the last year of some $400,000,000 and 
an export decrease of $500,000,000. 

Great Britain, in addition to having an ad- 
yerse trade balance of about $2,000,000,000, 
has had the sad experience of seeing her 
trade curtailed by $900,000,000 in imports 
and $1,000,000,000 in exports. 

Italy, while she has succeeded in reducing 
her adverse trade balance, has suffered a 
decrease in imports of $300,000,000 and a 
decrease of slightly more than $100,000,000 
im exports. 

Not alone do we want trade to come back 
to its 1927 and 1928 level; we want it to 
come back to the kind of balance that existed 
before the great war. The world has not yet 
struck its proper evenness. It is so much 
out of balance and so full of discrepancies 
that it takes time for everything to settle in 
just the proper way s0 as to settle permanent- 
ly. The volcano which had its eruption in the 
war is now slackening, but not without the 
landslides and slips which were occasioned 
by that. great upheaval. 


What War Did to Commerce. 

The pre-war situation was one which had 
developed after a century of progress. Eco- 
nomically if. not politically, each one had 
found his place, though each was not content 
with it. 
each nation was more or less standardized... 
To upset that equilibrium in peace years much 
time would have had to elapse and the pro- ; 
cess would have been very slow indeed. 

Germany and the United States were rising 
in trade and output of factories with constant 
progress. England was losing its mastery of 
the international market. But this change 
was gradual and measured by 10 or 20-year 
paces, and therefore less troubling and dis- 
turbing. , 

The great war came and equilibrium was 
completely upset. Even today, 14 yéars after 
that conflict, equilibrium has’ not been re- 
stored, nor will it be restored because of the 
new interests which each nation has acquired 
since the war’s complete upheaval of the 
established status. ; 

- Some nations have experienced~-occasional 
good times since the war, but. these good 
times have not been general. The United 
States has had spurts of prosperity for three 
and four-year. periods, only to be thwarted 
by an international” situation which ‘haz 
stripped each nation of its happiness,

whole fabric of the world’s economic system. 
We have ‘got to come to the stern realization 
rking right.

On the question of 
reparations and war

Upsets Caused by Inventions. 

When these questions are removed we Cau 
then study with greater clarity the influence 
of the sweeping machine age on our inter- 
national situation. Science has contributed 
su far to reduce manual work that we are 
wondering what the next step is going to be. 
Inventions of but a few decades ago were 
simple mechanical ‘improvements which were 
able to displace 10 or 20 hands, but the in- 
ventions of today are disposing of masses of 
workmen. We are not so far distant in time 
from the machine loom which infuriated hand 
weavers and caused a rebellion against this 
improvement which robbed them of their 
lirelibood. 

From the machine loom we have traveled 
very far indeed. It was followed by many 
other improvements of a like nature, the sew- 
ing machine, ‘shoemaking machine, clothing 
making machines and a whole class of such 
contrivances which disposed of men and wom- 
en by the dozens and scores and in their

Even the new trades and industries which 
Lave been created by science, for the reason 
that they are new creations, are constantly 
changing and displacing each other with such 
rapidity that adjustments to the new condi- 
tions are made terribly difficult. 


Taking Work From Thousands. 

The invention of the internal combustioa 

engine and the substitution of oi) for coal as 
fuel has seriously affected the trade of Eu- 
gland and caused unforeseen prosperity for 
the petroleum districts of the United States 
and the petroleum trusts. 
' Consider the invention of the sound film 
and how science succeeded in transforming 
light- into sound and: vice versa—one of the 
phenomena of modern industrial progress. 

Introduction of the “talkies” at/one stroke 
disposed of thousands and thousands of 
niwsicians in all lands and climes. After edu- 
cation in a high art which is not te be con- 
pared with a skilled trade, since it takes 
years and years to learn to play the violin 
while a shoemaker’ can be trained in a few 
months, there are thousands of unfortunate 
artists who are thrown out on the labor mar- 
ket to earn a living. be 

Protest against mechanical music as much 
as we like, the inexorable power of commerce 
has found it satisfactory and many musicians 
are cast aside as useless pawns ona chess- 
board. | | 


: j many repairs to ‘ithstand many more. This

have only an idea of what science is doing 
in industry today. Chemistry and physics 
are creating wonders and tending more and 
more to reduce the necessity for human ef- 
fort in the mechanical] trades. Science works 
on the great tasks and its labor displacements 
are counted in the thousands. The - arts, 
skilled trade and ordigary labor are swept 
away with one single harnessing of forces 
which are lying all about us. 

Shall we decry this progress as tending to 
cause more and more a maladjustment in 
our present economic system? Shall we call 
for-a hait, destroy the machines, as some 
have sugkested, or limit their use? Shall we 
go back to the primitive agricultural life 
where life was simple and the nerve-racking 
speed of this generation was absent? 


Puerile to Abolish Machinery. 


The solution is puerile in its simplicity. It 
is impossible even if it were desirable to .can- 
cel traces of a whole period of history and go 
back to the so-called good old times. In 
reality they weré full of difficulties and suf- 
ferings and wrestling with fate, and we see 
them now through a romantic haze and the 
distance and embellishment of regret. 

The reaction has never been efficient ac- 
tion. New forces, created by the human spirit 
and human will to power, have to be con- 
quered. They cannot be denied. If one sin- 
gle nation alone should refuse to destroy its 
machinery or reconstruct it by stealth it 
‘could ruin all the rest of the homemade pro- 
duction of the world. Beside, such a renun- 
ciation would be cowardly and an undeserved 
humiliation to the creative genius of man- 
kind. . 

If our mechanical and scientific genius 
gives us the means to produce useful goods 
with a minimum of human labor we must so 
adjust our society that all will benefit from 
the new discoveries ‘which are being made 
The fault is not that we are making too much 
progress or that we are making it too easy 
tc produce; the fault is in not being able to 
control this production. so that the whole of 
society can have it as an advantage and not 
az a painful liability. 

The machine should. not be a breeder of 
distress, but a carrier of greater ease and 
well-being. We cannot let the machine be- 
come our master. When we master the ma- 


chine, we can make it serve us as we have; 


already done in the past when its power had’ 
not so completely overwhelmed us. 


Control Is Real Solution. 

The problem facing the world is to find 
a better way for society to use the fruits 
which the science of the twentieth century 
placed within our grasp. Trade will then 
flow freely and this enormous overproduction 
of the countries will either be.absorbed by

Elsewhere rumors have been 
sewn or imminent, sudden aggres- 
sion, troops mobilized——can it be 
true that war is at our gates? 

No. It is untrue that the 
Chino-Japanese struggle is fatal- 
ly destined to Kindle the world. 
The situation {s dismal enough to 
make everyone try to end it as 
s00n as possible: there is no me- 
cessity to make it appear more 
dramatic. As for Europe, the mo- 
ment when that frightful thing— 
Pwar—could begin again is far 
distant. 


Peril Real but Distant. 

But, though far distant, the 
peril is none the less real. The 
peril lies in the fact that we even 
think of war when it has been 
solemnly outlawed by humanity in 
despair and by the many who be- 
lieved in the coming rapproche- 
ment between nations. 

In every land it is the duty of 
all reasonable men to calm, so far 
as it lies in their power, this ner- 
vousness, which, if prolonged, may 
entail most fatal consequences. My 
advice is inspired not only by a 
feeling for humanity but also by 
the material interest of all peo- 
ples. 

Prosperity is not the daughter 
of unrest. How can one inaugu- 
rate business enterprises fulfillable 
over a long period if one’s imag- 
ination is haunted by fear of bom- 
bardments from the air that are 
eapable of destroying whole towns 
and their inhabitants in a few 
moments? 

It is this mistrust that is para- 
lyzing business, bringing impov- 
erishment, unemployment, hoard- 
ing, the flight of currency. This 
abnormal phenomenon of distrust 
is increasing from the very ills it 
begets. 

This is not all. Under the 
blow of slack trade, the frontier 
of every country i¢ bristling with 

taxes. This is a spasmodic ges- 

ture of defense, which brings 

momentary relief, but which de- 

feats its own enday since the 

remedy is not in slowing down 

exchanges but in speeding them up. 

Distrust a Menace. 

There is no doubt we are go- 

ing through a disorderly liquida- 

tion of the war and  pest-war 

years, periods when the inflation 

of credits was limitless, produc- 

tion at its utmost and at any 

price. Such a transition must be 

accompanied by public depression 

and private disaster. 

Some economists believed it 

had come to an end about 1922, 

that it was merely a passing de- 

flation. We know how mistaken 

they were. There is yet another 

not to add more to owur/ 
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pre-war prosperity, they must de- 
velop their expansion over other 
continents and new lands if old 
ones are closed to them. Such 
work demands co-operation with- 
out which our old world is ex- 
posed to a kind of default and to 
all the dangers which such a de- 
fault would bring with it. 

For all these reasons there is 
no doubt that a profound relief 
from the distress from which the 
nations are sufféring would: ap- 
pear if international mistrust 
were to disappear or at least to 
diminish greatly. 

However dramatic the bloody 
nights in Shanghai, let us con- 
tinue to see clearly ahead and 
seek to safeguard, at least within 
the bounds of Europe, the prin- 
ciples of international understand- 
ing, which, eyer since the end of 
the war, we have been patiently 
endeavoring to substitute for 
force, 


Ways to Get Together. 


Patience ought to be the main 
virtue of those who sincerely wish 
to organize peace but it is just pa- 
tience that is lacking to peoples 
when they are suffering and 
when, moreover, provocations 
come which incline them less to 
peace than to overthrow the pres- 
ent state of things. 

I have no intention of discuss- 
ing and comparing here the va- 
rious plans which have just econ- 
fronted one another at Geneva, 
but there is no doubt that, in 
spite of numerous divergencies, in 
many cases profound, the majori- 
ty of the plans have, nevertheless, 
parts in common or parts which 
could be brought in common if 
only the intentions which in- 
spired their terms can be recon- 
ciled, 

If we consider the question of 
aviation in particular, one cannot 
but be struck by the agreement 


of different aspirations. They ex- 


press the deep wish of peoples re- 
volted by the inhuman danger of 
attack from the air. 

Transport aviation, an instru- 
ment of progress, transformed in 
a few hours into a murderous ar- 
mada which would suddenly rain 
down explosives and poison ‘gas 


on an unarmed population—this

France: Obstacle to Disarmament. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

N article by Albin E. Johnson pub- 
A iisnee in your newspaper Jan. 31, 

relative to the disarmament confer- 
ence now being held at Geneva, while 
purporting to give a distinterested view 
of the problems facing the big European 
nations, ;obviously was so intended to 
prejudice American public opinion 
against Italy that I deem necessary to 
cotrect some of its misleading state- 
ments. 

Even assuming that the figures quoted 
by Mr. Johnson are correct, which I am 
not willing to concede, it should be ob- 
vious to anyone familiar with countries 
having compulsory military service that 
a nation with a larger population is al- 
ways likely to have more men under 
arms than a nation with a smaller pop- 
ulation. But while Italy has a larger 
population than France, her standing 
army is nearly one-half the standing 
army of France, and it only exceeds 
France’s if we include in it the Fascist 
militia, which is a purely voluntary or- 
ganization of a military character. 

Let’s now consider military expendi- 
tures. Mr. Johnson stated that Italy 
spends for war preparation 23.6 per cent 
of her national budget, while France 
spends only 21:9 per cent. But he fails 
to tell. us that France’s national budget 
is far in excess of Italy’s, so that France's 
21.9 per cent is in absolute figures far 
more than Italy’s 23.6 per cent, In 1930, 
Italy's army budget was $236,861,600, 
far less than the army budget of France, 
amounting to $466,960,000. 

If we then consider that France’s ex- 
travagant armaments make it necessary 
for Italy to spend more than she would 
like to in order that she may not find 
herself at a disadvantage, we can easily 
realize the sincerity of the Italian Gov- 
ernment in suggesting a drastic reduc- 
tion of armaments. — 

No one who knows the situation will 
agree with Mr. Johnson that “the mili- 
tarism of Fascist Italy is a direct denial 
of her pacific protestations.” France 
and France alone is today responsible 
for the militarism (if military prepara- 
tion can be so called) of Fascist italy 
and for the militarism of the rest of 
Europe. Every day it is becoming clearer 
to the American people that France con- 
stitutes at the present time the biggest 
obstacle to armaments reduction in Eu- 
rope.

Public opinion has done Benjamin Nathan Cardozo 
high honor. The nation’s reaction to his appoint- 
ment as Justice Holmes’ successor on the Supreme 
Court is a rare moral experience. Nowhere has there 
been a murmur of dissent. Politically, socially, jour- 
nalistically, a unanimous verdict of approbation has 
been rendered. In his selection of the New York 
jurist, Mr. Hoover has met popular expectation as in 
no other act of his presidency. It has been said, 
with- something of truth, we believe, that Roosevelt 
would have his place in history if for no other 
reason than his appointment of the Olympian Holmes. 
Similarly, Wilson’s choice of Brandeis has flowered 
with the years into a memorable achievement. So, 
perhaps, it will be recounted of Mr. Hoover, when 
“the cup of trembling” we aré now drinking will have 
been happily forgotten. 

The reception accorded the Cardozo nomination is 
in tremendous contrast with the storm that greeted 
the name of Brandeis. The attitude of the press, 
with valorous exceptions, was either ‘violently denun- 
ciatory or equivocally cautious. The battle in the 
Senate raged through furious weeks. The opposi- 
tion was confirmed in the righteousness of its cause 
by the appearance of Mr. Taft and Mr. Root as coun- 
sel for rejection. The head and front of the nom- 
inee’s offending was embraced in the one word, 
radicalism. Legalistic superstition, prying curiously 
into the past, had found what it was pleased to call 
“unethical conduct,” though thi charge had nothing 
to support it save the trickiest technicality. It was 
the man’s philosophy of life and conception of the 
organic law that made the votaries of the status quo 
to shudder, And public opinion was itself somewhat 
confused. Had the nomination been rejected there 
would have been a sense of disappointment, with here 
jand there a vigorous expression of censure, but no 
general realization of the blundering wrong that 
had been done, 

Though professionally their careers have run along 
different lines, philosophically Brandeis and Car 
dozo are of the same school. If, in 1916, Cardozo 
had been the Cardozo of 1932, he would as unerringly 
have been the choice of Wilsor as Brandeis was, and 
in the Senate the same battle of appointment would 
have been fought and public opinion wotld havé 
‘looked upon it through a glass darkly. So we pro- 
gress, slowly but irresistibly. The radical ‘of yester- 
day is a liberal today.

to orthodox respectability. Intellectual evolution is 
continuously at work introducing new values and un- 
folding new visions. It is difficult at times literally 
to accept the scriptural assurance that all things are 
possible to him that believeth, but, sociologically, the 
men of great faith are removing the mountains. 

As we stumblingly walk through’ this valley of 
the economic shadow, we find a heartening text in 
the nation's tribute to Justice Cardozo. To be hailed 
with one voice as the logical successor of Justice 
Holmes, to be welcomed as the lineal heir of that 
princely mentality and noble character, is as fine a 
degree as the American people have conferred. And 
looking beyond “the drums and tramplings,” into 
the serenity where sits Justice Holmes, an immortal 
among immortals, it may be comfortingly and 
prophetically proclaimed: 

Lo, blessed are our ears for they have heard. 

Yes, blessed are our eyes for they have seen. 


Let the thunder break on man and beast and bird 
And the lightning. It is something to have been.

Despite the assurance of the city that the money 
needed for the widening of Fourteenth street would 
be taken from the bond issue revolving fund and 
that a three-year moratorium would safeguard tax- 
payers from making any outlay at this time, the 
Board of Aldermen repealed the widening ordinance. 
The vote was 19 to 10: The 10 Aldermen who re- 
fused to be stampeded ‘by a noisy minority deserve 
great credit. The repeal bill now goes to Mayor 
Miller for signature or veto. 

We urge the Mayor to take the latter course. If 
he does not do so, a badly-needed improvement will 
be deferred for at least 10 years and ‘the city will 
have wasted more than $27,000, the amount spent 
to conduct the condemnation proceedings.

A Closeup of 


China’s Boycott 


Students are motive power beHind China’s great economic weapon, the boycott; youth 
who took part in four of them tells how they are organized and made effective; 
metchants and buying masses are won over to movement, which is tacitly approved 
but not directed by Government; says Japan cannot break buyers’ strike by force.

To break China’s 
boycott Japan first must break the Chinese 
students’ movement—the root and machin- 
ery of China’s greatest “buyers’ strike’—a 
task, which in my opinion, will never be 
accomplished by the Japanese army and 
navy. 

I took part in and went through four boy- 
cotts in China during the 13 years I was 
there. One was against Great Britain and 
three against Japan. But such boycotts 
Were not caused by so serious an offense 
as the present one—the invasion by a for- 
eign country of Chinese territory. 

The boycott, known to every Chinese as 
“bui-got,”” is a. movement organized and 
engineered by the Chinese studénts. It is 
in every school, starting from kindergarten 
to middle school through college. The Chi- 
nese students, however, are not the only 
ones in China who boycott Japanese goods. 
They are, in,fact, the spoken newspaper, 
and serve thé great mass of people as 
the daily journal serves the American peo- 
ple. They are the class who can read and 
write, who are the leaders of more than 


APAN will never succeed in breaking the 
Chinese boycott by bombing Chapei or 


350,000,000 illiterate peasants and farmers. 


It was in 1919, the day when the Powers 
in Europe awarded Shantung Province to 
Japan at the Versailles conference, that the 
youth in China rose en masse and started 
what is known today as the “students’ move- 
ment.” I remember that, as soon as the stu- 
dent movement wave swept down into Can- 
ton and a general boycott on Japanese goods 
was declared, we all left our classrooms to 
conduct the campaign. The first thing we 
did was to mobilize public opinion and to 
get every class of people to support ys. Stu- 
dents were assigned to lecture on street 
corners and thoroughfares; some “‘crashéd” 
theaters in.the midst of a performance, like 
a group of hilarious American college ‘stu- 
dents after a football game, and gave a 
10-minute lecture to a bewildered audience 
and an indignant manager. Others entered 
department stores and teahowuses to dis- 
tribute handbills and posters. 

But mere stump speeches did not appeal 
to the largest groups of farm and peas- 


ants in the surrounding villages and interior 


towns. More than 85 per cent of these peo- 
ple cannot read or write. .So instead of 
heated talks, one-act plays were given in 
temple.courtyards or in market places.

After this preliminary work, a 10-day 


grace was given to all the merchents to.

“cheap goods.” Other students made in- 


_Spections in each shop to see that no Japa- 


nese goods were on display for sale. We 
found some gmaller shops, not wishing to 
sée their goods go to waste, secretly trying 
to sell them. In suich cases, the goods were 
confiscated and the owners fined. 

One day while we were searching a store 
on Wing Hon Road in Canton; the police 
arrésted 10 of my schoolmates, charging 


: them with disturbing the peace. As soon as 


this became knewn, thousands of students 
Surrounded the police station and demand- 
ed the immediate release of the priséners. 
We stood there aH night refusing to leave 
until our demands wére fulfilled. The next 
morning thé Chiéf of Police reluctantly let 
the prisoners go. This was a great victory 
for us, and it established 4 precedent which 
we have always followed.

Premier Will Also Serve as 
Foreign Minister While 
Predecessor Will Be Min- 
ister of Labor. 


DEPUTIES TO BE

PARIS, Feb. 21 (Sunday).—An- 
dre Tardieu, who was overthrown 
as Premier a few months ago by a 
vote in the Senate, announced to- 
day that he had formed a Cabinet 
to succeed that of Pierre Laval, 
whom the Senate overthrew on 
Tuesday. 

Tardieu, who was called in yes- 
terday by President Doumer and 
asked to form the Cabinet, will 
serve in the dual posts of Premier 
and Foreign Minister. Former Pre- 
mier Laval is on the list as Minister 
of Labor. 

The new Cabinet was presented 
to President Doumer and will face 


the Chamber of Deputies next 
Tuesday. 
The War, Navy and Air Minis- 


tries were combined into a Minis- 


try of National Defense under 
Francois Pietri, former Budget 
Minister. 


The remainder of the Cabinet is: 
Paul Reynaud, Vice Premier Jus- 
tice; Albert Mahieu, Interior; 
Pierre-Etienne Flandin, Bulget 
and Finance; Louis Rollin, Com- 
merce and Posts; Claude Chau- 
veau, Agriculture; Camille Blaisot, 
Public Health; Charles Guernier, 
Public Works and Merchant Ma- 
rine; Mario Roustan, Education; 
Louis de Chappedelaine, Colonies; 
Auguste Champetier de Ribes, Pen- 
sions. , 

The new Cabinet has eight mem- 
bers who were in the Laval Cab- 
inet. It is predominantly a Gov- 
ernment of the Center Right, with 


‘no Socialists or Radical Socialists 


represented. 

Tardieu, who was Minister of War 
in the late Laval Government, and 
France’s spokesman at the world 
disarmament conference in Geneva, 
said he hoped to return to Geneva 
Wednesday. 


DRIVE AGAINST UNEMPLOYMENT 
LANDS 60,636 JOBS IN 5 DAYS 


Two Biz Business Men Direct Hir- 
ing of 5,000,000 Combing Coun- 
ty for Work. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 
‘led by what its directors call the 
greatest organization of its kind 
ever assembled in this country, in 
war time or peace, the big drive 
against unemployment goes into its 
second week Monday. There were 
60,636 new jobs obtained in the 
first five days of the campaign to 
put men back to work. 

“We are far better organized in 
this campaign,” said Carl Byoir, 
one of the directors, “than we ever 
were during the World War, and 
we expect results accordingly.” 

Byoir served as associate chair- 
man of the committee on public in- 
formation during the war. He was 
one of the “‘dollar a year” men. 

Both Byoir and his associate di- 
rector, Mark E. McKee, have re- 
linquished temporarily their num- 
erous business duties. McKee, vice 
president of the Chicago, Spring- 
field & St. Louis Railroad, director 
of the Greyhound Bus Lines, and 
owner of the largest coarse sand 
company in the world, hold daily 
conferences with the 11 division 
heads of the headquarters staff. 

Byoir owns a chain of 1700 hard- 
ware stores, publishes the Havana 
Post and Telegram and three South 
American papers, owns Associated 
Laboratories, Inc., and is president 
of Carl Byoir and Associates, Inc. 

He is credited with having con- 
ceived the idea that resulted in the 
campaign. The American Legion 
had a somewhat similar idea and 
they joined forces with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, the As- 
sociation of National Advertisers 
and the Legion Auxiliary to carry 
it out. 


LITVINOFF GETS SARCASTIC 
ON DISARMAMENT PARLEY 


Russian Delegate Says Coue Sys- 
tem Could Make Him Forget 
World's Clashes, 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 20.—Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Russia's Foreign Commis- 
sar, spoke sarcastically about the 
disarmament conference today to 
the American sectien of th Inter- 
national Club. 

“I would like to apply the Coue 
system to this conference,” he said, 
“Telling myself and others every 
minute that the conference is go- 
ing just splendidly, that every day 
in every way we are disarming 
more and more. 

“We would say that peace and 
culet prevail in the Far East, that 
the political independence of China 
has not been infringed; that an- 
rouncement of the separation of 
Manchuria from China merely hap- 
pened to coincide with the occupa- 
tion of Manchuria by foreign 
troops.

effect, but the voluntary plans 
are to be under the supervision 
of the State Industrial Commis- 
sion, and these plans must sub- 
stantially meet the requirements 


of the law. 

I’rom this review of the measure. 
it is obvious, as its sponsors freely 
admit, that it brings no relief in 
the present depression and that it 
cannot be expected to check the 
“technological” unemployment 
which has’ grown so rapidly in re- 
cent years as new machines and 
methods have vastly increased the 
productive output of man-power. 
It doesn't alter the fact that in most 
industries there are fewer jobs 
available, although output may, in 
normal times, increase. 

The problem of finding jobs for 
displaced workers and _ for the 
young men and women reaching 
the age where self-support is neces- 
sary or desirable still is unsolved. 
True, the Wisconsin act makes a 
gesture Of aid in that direction by 
providing for district employment 
offices, but it cannot create jobs. 

Gov. La Follette’s Statements. 

Gov. La Follette said: 

“We do not expect this law to 
cure unemployment nor to give any 
relief in this depression. It cannot 
become effective until July 1, 1933. 
I believe it gives incentive to em- 
ployers to consider the problem of 
unemployment seriously. I do not 
mean to say that all employers are 
now failing to give proper consid- 
eration to this serious problem. 
Many are earnestly striving to do 
something about it. The Wiscon- 
sin Manufacturers’ Association vot- 
ed last summer to establish volun- 
tarv unemployment reserves. 

“But there are many employers 
and:-a large part of the general 
public who do not recognize the 
importance of the preblem. This 
focuses attention upon it and places 
in every community an agency di- 
rectly concerned with the problem. 

“Management of industry is com- 
pelled to give more serious thought 
to the dismissal or laying off of em- 
ployes because there is a direct cost 
attached to it. 

Money Incentive. 


“It means expenditure of the em- 
ployer’s money out of his reserve 
fund. I believe it will m:ske him 
more diligently strive to main’*' 
a level of employment and avoid 
the irregularity of operation so 
often practiced in industry. ‘Since 
the enactment of workmen’s com- 
pensation laws we have seen great 
progress in p-oviding for safety of 
workers in industry. Employers 
thought they were using adequate 
safety precautions before, but we 
have seen that when there was real 
money incentive they were able to 
do much better. I hope the unem- 


ployment compensation law will 
work the same way.” 
The law, the Governor said, rec- 


ognized the right of the worker to 
some degree of continuity in his 
employment. 

“It puts the worker,” he said, “a 
little nearer the position of the 
bondholder and the stockholder. 
Industry must pay the interest 
on its bonds. It must pay div- 
idends to its stockholders, or 
there is likely to , be a change in 
management. I believe the worker 
deserves some degree of protection 
comparable to that of the bond- 
holder and stockholder. Under this 
law, it is-his right, when separated 
from his job through no fault of 
his ow n, to receive some compen- 
sation.’ 

Discussing the wititoct further, 
the Govefnor said that to leave 
industry to handle this problem in 
its own way without any direction 
or compulsion would result in a 
virtual condition of industrial an- 
archy. He thought the Government 
should be developed more on the 
economic side. ‘The political side 
—protection, religious liberty, edu- 
cation, administration of justice, 
foreign relations—had been well 
developed, he thouvtht, but we had 
neglected the economic phase. 

“The one big job of this age,”’ he 
said, “is to put order into economic 
disorder; and to do it in harmony 
with the traditions of our ancestors, 
in harmony with our democratic 
principles, avoiding economic ty- 
ranny.”’ 

Economist States the ca. 

‘The greatest problem of our 
time is unemployment,” said Prof. 
Groves, author of the unermploy- 
ment compensation law. As a 
member of the faculty of the State 
university, he has studied the in- 
dustrial situation in his State for 
several years. As a member of the 
State Legislature he has tried to 
find some way to relieve the ;srow- 
ing unemployment. 

“Unemployment,” 
writer, “is not confined to the 
passing phase of depression. It is 
a permanent phenomenon—an incli- 
dent of modern industry. [ven 
during business prosperity large 
numbers of workers are laid of 
for long periods as a result of the 
irregular operation of industry. 
Over a decade, this seasonal unem- 
ployment offers as great a prob- 
lem as the depressional unemploy- 
ment which is now ‘attracting so 
much attention. 

“There also is the unemployment 
which is due to the replacement 
of men by machinery, It has veea 
proceeding during the last 10 vears 
at-a pace seldom if ever before 
witnessed, This displacement cre- 
ates the necessity of stow and pain- 
ful readjustments by woreers. 
Probably’ many’ af the displaced 
workers are never, reabsorbed and 
join the ranks of the permanently 
unemployed. Very likely the in- 
troduction of machinery has cre- 
i

ated new phenomenon—an over- 
supply: of labor.” 

Smaliness of Compensation. 
Prof. Groves was asked how it 
was expected that 
would be given the unemployed 
from the rather meager provisions 
of the law. The maximum a work- 
er may receive for unemployment 
in a year is $100, and anyone who 


has earned $1600 or more in the

preceding 12 inonths is not eligible 
to receive compensation. 

He admitted the relief was 
small. Payment of full wages 
could not be expected, he said, al- 
though he thought when. other 
states adopted similar laws atid the 
principle became better es blished 
more generous allowances Wauld be 
provided. 

To have made the benefits great- 
er, requiring a larger tax on indus- 
try’s payrolls, might have placed 
a handicap on the State’s industry 
in competition with other states, he 
said. It was desirable also, he 
thought, that employes join with 
employers in creating a larger re- 
serve from which compensation 
could be paid in larger amounts or 
for longer periods. The law does 
not require employes to contribute 
to the reserve fund of employers— 
in fact it prohibits taking any part 
of the minimum reserve out of 
workers’ wages—but it leaves the 
way open for them to add volun- 
tarily to the reserve fund. 

“There is nothing radical about 
this law.” Groves said. ‘‘We do not 
claim that it will prove a panacea 
for unemployment. 
it will help both to stabilize em- 
ployment and to conserve the earn- 
ings of the workers. It is true, of 
course, that a maximum benef of 
$100 an employe would hardly tide 
a worker over a severe depression 
like the present, nor would it last 
long in a prolonged period of idle- 
ness which might follow displace- 
ment of a worker by a machine, 

“Dismissal Wage.”’ 

“On the other hand, it would be 
of considerable assistance in either 
of these contingencies. For these 
kinds of unemployment it could 


We do believe: 


serve the same purpose as a. liberal 
dismissal wage. It would not re- 
quire a very liberal dismissal wage 
to exceed our present meager poor 
relief. And ‘the worker receives it 
as a maiter of right. 

“The employe who has invested 
time and effort in a concern is put 
in a position mcre nearly equal to 
that of the stockholder and bond- 
holder. He is entitled to some 
regularity of income and to some- 
thing better than dismissal. without 
notice. Industry has long main- 
tained reserves for the payment of 
interest and dividends in dull pe- 
riods. ‘The employe is now also 
included among the beneficiaries 
of the reserve policy. The act sets 
up the principle that part of the 
cost of unemployment can and 
should be made a direct charge 
upon industry. 

“This law denies that the present 
amount of unemployment is neces- 
sary. The sponsors’of the act have 
no idea that all unemployment can 
be prevented or that this act will 
furnish sufficient stimulus to elim- 
inate all of the part that can be 
prevented. They do feel that if 
employers were to devote the same 
ingenuity and attention to the 
problem of giving steady work that 
they have given to the develop- 
ment of industrial technique, irreg- 
ularity cf employment would be 
much reduced. Management must 
be made to share in the direct cost 
before it will be seriously concerned 
over laying off the steady work- 
ers.” 

George Kull, manager of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, said the 
employers were intent upon estab- 
lishing voluntary compensation 
plans covering at least 175,000 
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workers so -that ther! compulsory 
state plan would not become effec- 
tive.- A committee has been creat- 
ed to co-operate with the Industrial 
Commission in working out such 
plans, but thus far little progress 
has ‘been made. These plans must 
be ready for operation by June 1. 
1933, or the compulsory plan will 
go into effect on the following 
July 1. 

Kull said some manufacturers 
were disturbed about the added op- 
erating cost the plan places upon 


‘them. He thought it might ham- 


per them in filling rush orders 
where ordinarily additional work- 
ers would be-- hired temporarily. 
Under the law such workers would 
be entitled’ to unemployment com- 
pensation, after being dismissed, at 
the rate of one week’s benefit for 
each four weeks worked. 


Fearful of Abuses. 
On the other hand, Kull thought 


that by stabilizing their operation : 


and employment manufacturers 
might effect savings that .would 
offset the added cost. He thought 
it would be difficult to guard 
against abuse of the plan and said 
it opens up many questions for in- 
terpretation by the commission or 
the courts. He admitted industry 
was fearful that with this opening 


wedge the rates of compensation, 


and the cost to employers, would 
be increased to the point of bur- 
dening industry out of proportion 
to costs of industry in other states. 

Concerning this objection, the 
sponsors of the act assert that other 
states probably will follow Wiscon- 
sin and enact similar lawe. They 
also point out that in spite of other 
tax increases in recent years to 
which industry has made the same 
complaint, industrial employmeat 
in Wisconsin has made a better

TO HONOR EX-JUSTICE HOLMES 


All-Day Seminar to Be Held Here 
on His 91st Birthday.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—A sur- 
vey conducted among men who

Caulfield urged Americans 
to emulate George Washington in 
watchfulness for good government, 
the need for which he said had 
grown more important than ever, 
in addressing a convocation of 
Washington University students, 
faculty and alumni in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel yesterday. 
The gathering celebrated the 
200th anniversary of Washington’s 
birth, which occurs tomorrow, and 
the seventh-fifth anniversary of the 
‘university’s establishment. The uni- 
versity was named for the first 
President. Others who spoke were 
Dr. Thomas Maitland Marshall of 
the university’s history department, 
on “The Real George Washington,” 
and Dr. Isidor Loeb, dean of the 
school of busness and public ad- 
ministration, on “Washington and 
Foreign Relations.” 


“Washington has grown as a na- 
tional hero,”’ the Governor declared, 
“because, with the passage of time, 
the magnitude of his achievements 
and their importance to humanity 
have become clearer. The impor- 
tance of maintaining our concep- 
tion of the nobility and greatness 
of Washington’s character lies in 
the fact that he stands as a type, 
fixed indelibly in the imaginations 
of American men and women. His 
valor, his wisdom, his unselfishness, 
his mighty adventures, his beauti- 
ful character, all serve to make 
him acceptable as a pattern by 
which in large measure our Amer- 
ican citizenship has been and is 
being molded.

rightfully entitled to the name of 
“Father of- His Country.” Mod- 
ern historical research, he related, 
has made possible a new, accurate 
and “full-length portrait” of the 
man. The professor went on: 
“Today Washington the man is 
known to us. We know that he 
was not a born genius. We know 
that he was a person who devel- 
oped slowly, but surely; that he 
often erred in judgment, but that 
he was wiser than most men, for 
he profited by his errors. We 
know that he was not a born gen- 
eral, that he made many military 
blunders, but that he ~- emerged 
from the Revolutionary War a 
master of strategy. 

‘‘We know that he had not as 
brilliant a mind as Hamilton had, 
but his soundness of judgment car- 
ried us through the days of stress 
and trouble when the foundations 
of the republic were being laid. 
We find him to have been a 
many-sided man —a__ scientific 
farmer, a speculator in land, a sur- 
veyor, an engineer, an educator and 
an astute business man, and we 
have been allowed to peer into the 
intimate and charming home life 
of Mount Vernon, 

“As the investigators have looked 
into every nook and cranny of his 
career, Washington has not been 
wanting. He has emerged from 
the fire of scientific investigation a 
human being, a man of flesh and 
blood, who towered above his fel- 
lows.” 

Foreign Entanglements. 

Dean Loeb referred to the oft- 
repeated assertion that Washing- 
ton, if alive today, would counsel 
national isolation. He explained 
how the first President had given 
such advice in his Farewell Ad- 
dress in 1796, when he stated he 
would not accept re-election. At 
that time Washington said _ rela- 
tions with foreign states might 
threaten the permanence of the 
Union. The speaker said that view 
was based on the fact that war was 
raging in Europe at the time and 
America was a young, weak na- 
tion. Washington would appre- 
clate that the world needs Amer- 
ica’s leadership and co-operation 
today, the dean asserted. Explain- 
ing this, he said:

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PRINGIPIA DEAN S HOME 
BEING BUILT ON BLUFFS 


Residence Is First to Be Started 
in New District Near 
Elsah, Ill. 


For years St. Louisans have had 
summer homes: on the bluffs of 
the Mississippi Lirth of St. Louis 
around Elsah below the mouth of 
the Illinois River. Since the com- 
pletion of the Lewis & Clark 
bridges and the concrete highways, 
a drive from the heart of St. Louis 
may be made in an hour. Citizens 
of St. Louis, interested in The Prin- 
cipia, including notably the late 
Clarence H. Howard, appreciated 
the advantages of this beautiful 
spot and acquired several thou- 
sand acres for the school, as well 
as for residential and other devel- 
‘opment. The school buildings are 
under construction and will be 
ready for opening at the first sem- 
ester this September. 

The first residence to be started | 
in this new community is that of 
George A. Andrews, dean of the 
college. It overlooks the river and 
| is within a few feet of the edge of 
the bluff. The Andrews’ living 
room overlooks miles of fertile

The 
bluffs of St..Louis County and the 
town of St. Charles are visible. 

Dean Andrews’ house designed 
iby Study & Farrar, Architects, is 
built in the English style, the ex- 
terior being a tombination of na- 
tive stone and stucco, with half 
timber on the second floor. A 
large part of the house is on the 
first floor, giving a general effect 
of sturdiness and making it appear 
as if the house clings to the 
ground. The roof lines are designed 
to simulate the appearance of the 
Mississippi bluffs, and eliminating 
sharp angles as much as possible. 
Casement windows have been used 
throughout. The roofing material 
its various tones of brown shingle 
tile.

Touring Exhibition Organized by Dwight W. Morrow 
and Now at the St. Louis Art Museum, Reflects the 
Culture of the Neighboring Nation in All Its Phases.

MEXICAN village 
artist awakens one 
morning feeling 
his oats. He steps 
outdoors and finds 
that the sun is 
just warm enough 
and the sky is 
incomparably blue. 
At breakfast, the 
tortillas are everything that tortillas 
should be. Overwhelmed with well- 
being, supremely conscious of the 
magnificence of existence, the artist 
is irresistibly impelled to paint. 

He looks about for a subject and 
sees the family cow. It comes to him 
on this gold and azure morning that 
here is a truly noble creature, a 
worthy representative of an illustri- 
ous species. He will paint her. On 
canvas, or wood or a piece of tin— 
whatever happens to be available—he 
makes the picture. But such a cow 
as emerges under his brush never was 
on land or sea. He disregards the 
muckle-dun color of the model; his 
mood is above anything so subdued. 
He paints a cow of splendid purple, 
with dramatic red horns and _ tail, 
golden-yellow hoofs and a nose s8e- 
renely green. That’s how he feels 
about the cow, the day, the world in 
general; and his picture is an expres- 
sion of his exuberance. It’s not ‘‘true 
to life’’ or any of the standard schools 
of painting, but it’s true to the exalt- 
ation that fills his being. 

Such an untrammeled attitude to- 
ward art is one of the chief interests 
in the exhibition of Mexican Arts cur- 
rent at the St. Louls Art Museum. It 
may be seen not only in the work of 
naive, provincial painters and artisans, 
but in the canvases of artists of inter- 
national note, as well—a spontaneity 
and genuineness of expression, an un- 
conventional handling of materials, 
that reflect the free play of the cre- 
ative mind. Even in the intricate 
woven and stitched designs of tex- 
tiles, and the involved ornamentation 
on pottery and in beadwork, the orig- 
inality of the maker is evident. 

The exhibition was created at the 
instance of the late Dwight W. Mor- 
row, when he was Ambassador to 
Mexico. He wanted people of the 
United States to learn more about the 
artistic achievements of their neigh- 
bors across the Rio Grande, believing 
it would help create that understand- 
ing and accord between the two coun- 
tries for which he strove s0 success- 
fully. The Ambassador enlisted the 
support of the Carnegie Corporation 
of New York and the American Fed- 
eration of Arts. And Homer Saint- 
Gaudens, director of the Department 
of Fine Arts of the Carnegie Institute, 
Pittsburg, was sent to Mexico to make 
a survey of the country’s art and de- 
cide on the general content of the ex- 
hibition. Rene d’Harnoncourt, a paint- 
er and illustrator who lives part of the 
time in Mexico City and has devoted 
much attention to Mexican art, was 
then selected to form the collection. 


From Indian villages, from muse- 


ums and private owners, d'Harnon- 
court collected the diverse array of 
objects which comprises the exhibi- 
tion, guided in his selection by the es- 
sential idea that the things to be ex- 
hibited constitute a faithful expres- 
sion of Mexican culture—that they rep- 
resent the civilization resulting from 
the dominion of Spain over the abo- 
riginal inhabitants. 

In the fall of 1930 the exhibition 
was brought to the United States and 
sent on tour by the American Feder- 
ation of Arts, the expenses being 
borne by the Carnegie Corporation. 
The first showing was in New York, 
at the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
After that the exhibition was on view 
in Boston, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Wash- 
ington, Milwaukee, Louisville, San An- 
tonio, Chicago, Los’Angeles and Albu- 
querque. 


HE exhibition will be in St. Louis 

until Wednesday, then it will be 

taken to Houston, Texas, proba- 

bly the last stop on its way back to 

Mexico. Mr. d'Harnoncourt has been 

in charge of the collection during its 

tour, and brought it to St. Louis. He 

said 375,000 people had seen it be- 
fore the present show opened. 

There are more than 1200 pieces 
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in the Mexican exhi- 
bition. and it occupies 
four rooms — galleries 
25, 30, 31, 32——in the 
municipal museum in 
Forest Park. Many of 
the objects were lent 
by the Mexican Nation- 
al Museum, the Guad- 
alajara State Muse- 
um, and by Mr. Mor- 
row. A 200d many are 
from Mr. d’Harnon- 
court’s private collec- 
tion. 
The exhibition is 
broad in scope, both 
as to the variety of 
arts and the times rep- 
resented. There is 
nothing of the art of 
the Conquest period, as 
Mexico then was 
purely Indian; Mex- 
ican art, in the view 
of those who planned the _ exposi- 
tion of it, comes from the interaction 
of Spanish culture and Indian psy- 
chology. The exhibits are divided in- 
to two kinds in respect to the devel- 
opment of national culture: early and 
contemporary applied arts and early 
fine arts represent, according to 
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“The President of the Agrarians” carved 
from wood by Mardonio Magana.

specials, in a triangle formed by 
three churchyard trees, close to 
the bank of Rockcastle Creek, empty- 
ing their weapons and sinking in their 
tracks or reeling and falling. A little 
apart, Little Henry, unarmed and turn- 
ing about to get out of the range of 
the spatter of bullets, was struck in 
the back and killed. 

The first shot, ending Brother Prof- 
it’s sermon, had loosed pandemonium 
in the church house. While the shoot- 
ing lasted, men shouted and women 
screamed. The,-rough plank benches, 
carved and chalked with the initials of 
restive worshipers on other meeting 
days, were overturned.. The sbooting 
stopped and the men came pouring out 
into the churchyard. The women, 
clutching their children, went hurry- 
ing along the road, fearful that others, 
taking sides, would carry the fighting 
further. 

The fighters lay as they had fallen, 
Homer Crook dead, with 14 bullets in

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CLARENCE DARROW —at 75—SPEAKS HIS MIND

PPROACHING the 
| end of the trail, 
Clarence Darrow,-at 
75, looks back over 
half a century of 
law practice and de. 
livers himself of 
this reflection: 

“I would feel 
better about my 
work if I could see that any advance 
had been made in law since I was ad- 
mitted to the bar more than 50 years 
ago. In science and mechanics the 
world has been made over new, and 
on the purely intellectual side of life 
we have discovered new ways of think- 
ing. Even in religion there is an en- 
tirely modified and broader attitude. 
The practice of medicine and surgery 
has changed almost as much since I 
was born as the ideas of witchcraft 
and sorcery in comparison with the 
Middle Ages. The whole material world 
has been made over, but the law and 
its administration have stood like ada- 
mant, defying time and eternity and all 
the intellectual and ethereal changes 
of our day and age." 

Neither in make-up nor method of 
procedure, the veteran criminal lawyer 
points out, have courts improved their 
efficiency or trustworthiness as fact- 
finding instruments. After all the les- 
sons that might have been learned 
from the tragedies and travesties en- 
acted within their doors, they are no 
better able now than they were 50 
years ago to get at the truth under- 
lying any question or to measure out 
justice. Court procedure he deplores 
as a sort of prize-ring combat be- 
tween attorneys, both striving to get 
in the evidence they want, and to keep 
out what they don't want the jury to 
know. Sometimes the courts are right 
and sometimes wrong, and no one ever 
knows until the last appeal is taken; 
(hen they are sure only because they 
can go no further. Taken all around, 
he reflects sadly, it is a case of the 
blind leading the blind and we can 
inake sure that the poor devils who 
g0 to their deaths on the gallows are 
not the only murderers. 

it is in his autobiography—'‘The 
Story of My Life,’ just published by 
(harles Scribner's Sons, that America’s 
most famous lawyer speaks his mind 
concerning the deficiencies of courts 
and the injustices of justice. He speaks 
his mind on a good many other sub- 
jects, too. Politics, religion, phil- 
osophy, future life, crime, the Negro’s 
plight and the eighteenth amendment 
all come in for discussion along with 
such high points in his personal career 
as the great railroad strike of 1894, 
the McNamara case, the Loeb-Leopold 
tragedy, and the celebrated battle of 
science versus fundamentalism which 
had its setting in the town of Dayton, 


Tennessee. 
WW cousness he begins at the 
beginning back in the vil- 
lage of Kinsman, Ohio, and carries 
‘the reader through some 450 pages 
of reminiscence interspersed with 
philosophic. reflections and _person- 
al observations. In fact, he egoes 
back ‘‘before the beginning’’ and tells, 
as most autobiographers do, some- 
thing about his ancestors. One of these 
ancestors, it seems, came to America 
from England the century before the 
Revolutionary War and started the 
Darrow line in this 
country. Clarence 
came of the branch 
that drifted out into 
the Ohio wilderness 
late in the seven- 
teen hundreds. He 
was the son of 
Amirus and Emily 
Darrow and has 
been grateful from 
childhood that, 
since he had 
nothing to do with 
getting born, Fate 
was kind enough to 
permit him to be 
born in about ‘the 
only home in the 
community that had 
any books in it. 

“Where they

years I never knew,’ he writes. ‘Per.

but I fancy I have not turned out to be 
anything like him.

tion. Within a 
radius of five 
miles were other

‘Don't you know? Why, I heard you 
make that speech that night with 
Henry George.’

I had nothing to do with 
illness coming upon the corporation 
counsel, which placed me at the head 
of the department for the time. But, 
while I did not make the corporation 
counsel ill, I am afraid that I fully 
approved it.

It was in connection with the great 
railroad strike of 1894, when Darrow 
was nearly 40 years old, that he tried 
his first criminal case.

an injunction against interference with 
mail trains. Darrow was at that time 
general counsel for the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway Company with 
a promising future before him. But 


his sympathies were with the strikers 


and when Debs and other strike lead- 
ers asked him to go into the injunction 
cases he resigned and entered private 
practice. 

“I did not want to take it up,”’ he 
writes, referring to the Debs case, 
“knowing about what would be in- 
volved. I knew that it would take all 
my time for a long period, with no 
compensation; but I was on their side, 
and when I saw poor men giving up 
their jobs for a cause, I could find 
no sufficient excuse, except my selfish 
interest, for refusing.’’ 


to a victory for Debs he had 

no intention of going on with 
criminal cases. He meant to try 
only civil cases, but again he 
found that forces over which he had 
no control were shaping his des- 
tiny. Soon after the close of the 
Debs case, he was induced to assume 
the defense of Thomas I. Kidd, presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Wood Workers, and others along 
with him, all charged with con- 
spiracy, growing out of a strike in the 
large sash and door factories of Osh- 
kosh, Wisconsin. The fight was in- 
tense and long drawn out, but a jury, 
after a short deliberation, returned a 
‘verdict of ‘Not Guilty.” 

‘From then on,” he relates; ‘‘I was 
very busy with all sorts of litigation, 
labor cases, strikes, condemnation, 
chancery, criminal cases, and many 
contests that were submitted to arbi- 
tration. I entered my first criminal 
case in the attitude of the ‘good’ 
lawyer—the lawyer who attends all 
the Bar Association meetings and so 
gravitates as rapidly as he can to the 
defense of Big Business® The tragedies, 
the sorrow and despair that were 
present in the criminal court I knew 
nothing of, and did not want to know. 
A verdict af ‘Not Guilty’ or a dis- 
agreement had been viewed by me as 
by the general public as a miscar- 
riage of justice and a reflection on the 
jury system. The jail was a place

road. _ [became 
vitally interested in the causes of 
human conduct. This meant more 
than the quibbling with lawyers and 
juries, to get or keep money for a 
client so that I could take part of 
what I won or saved for him. I was 
dealing with life, with its hopes and 
fears, its aspirations and despairs. 
With me it was going to the founda- 
tion of motive and conduct and ad- 
justments for human beings, instead 
of blindly talking of hatred and ven- 
geance, and that subtle, indefinable 
quality that men call ‘justice’ and of 
which nothing really {s known.’”’ 

Many criminal cases, famous or 
destined to become 
famous, found their 
way into Darrow’'s 
hands in the years 
that followed his 
decision to set aside 
a corporation law 
career in favor of 
one that would per- 
mit him to aid the 
harassed and dis- 
tressed. He repre- 
sented the coal min- 
ers on President 
Roosevelt's arbitra- 
tion board in the 
famous coal strike 
of 1902. Four years 
later he was called 
upon by the West- 
ern Federation of 
Miners to defend 
William. D. Hay- 
wood, Charles H. 
Moyer and George 
Pettibone, charged with the murder 
of former Governor Frank Steunen- 
berg of Idaho. The case was bitterly 
contested and attracted nationwide at- 
tention. Haywood was tried first and 
the trial, which lasted several months, 
developed literally into a history of the 
western miners’ strike, out of which 
the assassination had grown. 
State’s Attorney named Borah, later to 
be known as Senator William E. Borah 
of Idaho, handled the prosecution, but 
the verdict, when it finally came in, 
was a typical Darrow verdict. It was 
“Not Guilty.”’

persons are known to have 
frozen to death before help reached 
that ill-fated expedition. How many 
others lost their lives is yet uncertain. 
Some have been reported missing. It 
is taken for granted that there are 
others among the lost of whom nothing 
ias been said to the white authorities; 
it is not the Indian's way to make a 
fuss about such things. So until the 
snow melts from the mesas and addi- 
tional bodies are found, it is next to 
impossible to tell what toll the savage 
storm took among the red inhabitants 
f this region.

<acks and other bags and moved in a 
hody onto the mesas of Malapais, 
where the highly picturesque, scrubby 
ttle pinon pine trees are plentiful.

Children cried and shivered. Several 
squaws had papooses to care for. 

One by one, men women and chil- 
dren crouched down, numb in the 
cold, after the scanty firewood was ex- 
hausted. 

Five children froze to death. Then 
two adults. Two more adults were 
thought to be dead, but with careful 
attention were revived. 

Meanwhile, the danger 
facing the marooned _In- 
dians became known to 
their white friends in Fort 
Defiance, in Chin Lee, in 
Gallup, in Manuelito and 
other settlements and 
towns of the region. A 
few white men had them- 
selves been caught out in 
the blizzard. A. J. Crock- 
ett of El Paso, Texas, sheep 
man, with herds in that 
area, was missing for days, 
but later was reported safe 
in one of his isolated sheep 
camps. And one or two 
others missed freezing by 
mere good fortune. 

Quickly relief parties for 
the Indians were formed. Skilled and 
hardy Indian and white guides volun- 
teered to Jead pack trains with sleds 
laden with food and clothing through 
the drifts. They started and were 
themselves marooned. 

After a few days the storm abated, 
and some of the more daring and more 
fortunate pinon hunters struggled 
through the bright snow to the settle- 
ments and safety. But they brought 
alarming reports of conditions be- 
hind. 


Mexico offers of help came, as the 

news spread. Superintendents of 
Indian reservations were seeking any 
possible means to aid the snow-bound 
tribesmen and welcomed the offers of 
airplane companies, With the terrific 
winds and snow abating, it seemed 
likely that planes could get through 
to the Malapais area and drop food and 
blankets. 

Governor George W. P. Hunt of Ari- 
zona dispatched telegrams to the white 
Indian agents, offering the services of 
the State of Arizona in any emergency 
aid it could render. 

One aviation company said it had a 
tri-motor plane which could quickly 
drop 2000 pounds of supplies on the 
snowbound mesas, as soon as weather 
permitted flying. Another company 
volunteered to send a plane with 1500 
pounds, and make several trips if nec- 
essary. 

Eventually it was the airplanes 
which saved the Indians’ lives. Sup-

oo Be red man, reared in the 
outdoors, is not one to sit 
calmly and die if he can see 
a ghost of a chance to save himself,” 
said a superintendent of one of 
the Federal Indian schools in the 
Southwestern area. ‘The level-head- 
ed chieftains and leaders of the 
pinon party, of course, realized that 
escape was impossible while the storm 
was at its height, and they doubtless 
did what they could to keep the people 
together and hope for the help they 


knew would come eventually. 


‘‘But many of the more independent 
men, and even squaws, doubtless elect- 
ed to try their escape on foot, against 
all odds. It is like them to do so. We 
know that they did this, because 
some of them got through, 
sick and tired and frost- 
bitten often, and 
showed up at the set- 
tlements.

News of the disaster on the high 
mesas caused much apprehension down 
on the warm campus of the United 
States Indian School at Phoenix. For 
there, along with other tribes, are 
many children of the Navajos and 
Zunis, some of them little fellows of 
10 years and under, there as guests of 
the Government. Three hundred miles 
away parents and other relatives would 
have been on that annual pinon hunt. 
And the newspapers each day for a 
week carried big headlines about 
frozen bodies found, and told of the 
likelihood that others had perished. 
Little King Mike and John James 
are the smallest Navajo boys in the 
Phoenix school. They remember, with 
delight, the pinon picnics. Nine years 
of age, they remember, too, the ter-

By which 
he means that in order to-subsist 
on them, Indians munch pinons 
constantly from morning until 
night, 

Many a white traveler has 
starved to death, old-timers say, 
with pinon nuts all about him, be- 
cause he didn’t know they were 
good to eat. A pine tree is seldom 
expected to supply edible seeds. 
And the pinon resembles a runty 
pine, with short, stubby needles, or 
leaves. But its very weather- 
beaten, wind-blown aspect adds to 
its beauty. 

Most photographed and best 
known, doubtless, of all the pinon 
trees are those which add their 
touch of bright evergreen color to 
the rim of the Grand. Canyon. 


HE nuts of the trees, shed 
| in November, fall straight 
down for nearly a_ mile. 
During any week of the year the 
ground about the canyon rim is 
crunchy with pinon shells, from 
which the meat has been filched 
by the squirrels and birds of the 
region, 

All of the Indian tribes in the 
high country are familiar with the 
pinon nuts, but the Navajos, the 
Wallapais, the Zunis and the 
Hopis have long regarded them 
as a staple food. 

Apache marauders, too lazy to 
gather the nuts for themselves, 
used to watch other tribes depart 
on the annual pinon hunt. While 
the hunters were away the 
Apaches sometimes slipped in and 
killed the few left at home, 
burned the villages, then am- 
bushed the returning workers and 
took their supply of nuts. 

But that is all past. In recent 
decades pinon hunting has been a 
big picnic, with no excitement 
worse than gambling—until last 
fall, with its fierce and deadly 
blizzard.
